MANY TRADE CURRENTS 
ARE BEING RESTORED 


Substantial Export Balance for 
American Commerce Shown 
by October Figures. 


Washington, November 1.—Restora- 
tion of many trade currents and estab- 
lishment of a substantial export bal- 
ance by American commerce in October 
was indicated tcnight in statements is- 
sued by the treasury department. Tele- 
graphic reports from cities which 
handle about 72 per cent of the coun- 
try’s export trade shewed that from 
October 5 to 31. inclusive, a trade bal- 
ance of more than $33,000,000 was es- 
tablished. 

If figures from the remaining ports 
show the same proportions, the Octo- 
ber gain over the export balance for 
September will amount to more than 
S17,.000, 000, Part of the increase was 
ascribed to cotton shipments, which had 
almost suspended by the Kuro- 
During the week end- 
ing October 28, 112,065 bales of cotton 
were exported. On last Thursday 
alone 43,903 bales were sent abroad. 
Total exports from the _ principal 
cities from October 5 to 31 amounted 
to $139,963,631 and imports $106,341,261. 
The imports represented about 87 per 
cent of the total for all the country, 
and the exports 72 per cent. In Sep- 
tember the: exports were worth $156,- 
337,333, compared with imports of 
$140. if ,611.

Remarks on New Traffic Law 
Explained by Dr. L. B. Clark 


Dr. L. B. Clarke, who presided Sat-» 
urday night at the meeting of the Ful- 
ton County Medical society, last night 


ing explanation of his remarks in con- 
nection with the effort of Atlanta phy- 
Sicians to defeat the proposed traffic 
ordinance, limiting the time for park- 
ing’ autos: 

Editor Constitution: There appeared in 
the Sunday issue of The Constitution a sen- 
Sational article under the caption, ‘‘Roast- 
ing Given to Undertakers,.’"’ which is so 
flagrantly unjust to me, placing me in a 
position of such unpleasant notoriety and 
in sO unwarrantedly an antagonistic posi- 
tion to certain estimable citizens of this 
city, that a reply is demanded. 

The facts are these: 

This meeting was called for the purpose 
af considering the hardships that the pro- 
posed new parking ordinance would work 
upon the physicians, who were forced to 
leave their automobiles at some convenient 
place near their office during office hours. 

This occupancy of the streets is for about 
two to three hours in the forenoon and per- 
haps one hour in the afternoon. Frequent- 
ly it becomes necessary for the physician 
to leave his office in order to answer a 
hurry, ff not emergency, call, and the time 
lost in walking several biocks distant to 
a serious loss life and death 
urgencies. 

At the same time, auto thieves have con- 
stantly rendered the physician minus his 
car, to say nothing of the thieving of auto 
parts from a machine, which would be en- 
couraged by parking in distant back streets. 

During the discussion it developed that the 
physicians were pretty well agreed that 
should be parking regulations in cer- 
tain sections, but that the proposed ordi- 
nance was entirely too drastic and extensive. 

As frequently occurs,.the discussion. led 
into amother but kindred subject, viz., the 
lack of recognition accorded physicians at 
street crossings and the fact that in other 
cities—Chicago, for instance—a physician ob- 
tained a license from the city for a reason- 
able amount, which accorded him certain 
privileges when the occasion demanded. |

It was at this juncture tat I entered the 
discussion. 

What I @id say upon this particular sub- 
ject is as follows: 

“That about three years since an arrange- 
ment had been made with the police de- 
partment by the Medical society, whereby 
the traffic officer would recognize the red 
cross upon an automobile, and, whenever 
possible, accord this emblem the right of 
way, but this had now fallen into disuse, 
probably in great part due to the fact that 
the Red Cross society had through its 
agents challenged the right of the physi- 
clans to use @heir emblem, and consequently, 
while a few used a blue or green cross, 
many used none.’ 

That which I attacked and criticized, was 
“the last city traffic ordinance, which gave 
to certain institutions, viz., U. S. mail, police 
and fire departments and ambulances the 
right of way, and, although it is just and 
proper as far as it went, it completely ig- 
nored the physician, who should have been 
accerded the same privilege as the ambu- 
lance, since he often does a great deal 
more emergency work than any ambulance, 
and yet he was thrown in the background 
while ambulances are permitted to dash 
about the city at break-neck speed, often 
unnecessarily, fer all physicians in Atlanta 
are aware how few are the actual emergency 
cases they carry that should demand such 
speed or right-of-way.’ But, | added—‘lIt 
makes an impression upon the public mind, 
and competition in business. must be kept 
alive by advertising.’’ 

Now, I deny having used the word “under- 
taker,’ as has been attributed to me, and the 
only remark which could be so construed, 
was when in a spirit of levity. without mal- 
ice or spleen or venom, I remarked “and 
the people who run tbe ambulances run 
their funerals, both frém the north and 
south sides directly through the city.” The 
remark touching on funerals was merely an 
incident, a nothing. It olutely no 
semblance to anything juld possibly 
be termed a “roast,’’ an it had no place 
in whatever write-up this meeting received. 
I said not one word about funerals “tying 
up traffic and stopping everything.”’ as was 
published. I disclaim any attempt to 
‘roast’? any one, and consider the article as 
published as much an attack upon me as 


upon anyone else.

HOOKWORM PREVALENT 
IN M’DUFFIE COUNTY 


LaGrange, Ga., November 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It is estimated that no less 
than 1,000 cases of hookworm exist in 
McDuffie county. About two weeks 
ago the state board of health sent two 
specialists into the county. Three 
schools were selected in the lower 
part of the county and lectures were 
made in each school at night on “Pre- 
ventable Diseases,” and the following 
days examinations were made. 

Seventy-eight children were exam- 
ined at Dearing school, tn the southern 
part of. the county, and 723 of them 
were found to be infected with the 
disease. In the northern part of the 
county examinations were made at 
Wrightsboro, Anthony and Cobdbham, 
and the percentage of hookworm ran | 
about 50 per cent.
